You perhaps may cali to wewory a short ae 
toustin one of may letters of the past year, of a 
promising young man of the Catholic faith, a Por- 
tuguese whe was seduced away from the schoo! 
by the priests and his father, in congequence of 
ine wttachment to the Seciptures and increasing 
knowledge ‘of divine things; aiso his younege: | 
brother, a pleasing lad. about 12 years old, was 
carried away with him, and costinued absent for 
nearly a year. But what scheme can you con 
evive the priest fixed on, when neither threats 
hor promises could draw him? He pravided him 
a young wife, made him confess his sins, do pe- 
hance, but reseived eight rupees for performing 
the marriage ceremony! See the end ; the werd 
and love of Christ took root in the heart of this 
young man, which he also continued tu press home 
upon his young wife’s mind, (whe was brought up 
from her infancy by the priest,) wita, I trust, the 
desired success ; thé resuit was, the conversion of 
both; which the young mancould no longer con- 
seal, but called upon me about two months ago, in 
astate of deep sorrow, fur having suffered himself 
to be seduced from the Lord, and entreated a 
friendship with me again.

About ten months ego,a 
conference was held with them, by the Rev Mr. 
Peck, from the Baptist Board of Foreign Mis- 
stuns, aod the Rev Mr. Ficklin, from the Keo- 
ucky Mission Soeicty, with reference to estas 
viishments contemplated by their respective So- 
neties, Toey too were answered with kind- 
vess ; but were given to understand, that theic 
»coposals could not be accepted, until more should 
oe known respecting ear intentions. At the m- 
stance of ike chiefs, and with a highly creditable 
nberality and Coristian spirit, a correspoodence 
was opened by them on the subject; which re- 
sulted in a talk, sent to the chiets by Mc. Peck, 
in the latter pact of last winter, of the following 
purport, 

« Brothers,—I have heard from your brothers 
@ the ourth, who havea Mission among the 
Uberokees oo the other side of the Mississippl. 
i‘hey remember you with great love, and bave 
not forgotten the promise to send you teachers. 
Chey have appointed « good man, who will visit 
you soon, and afterwards ther guod men, who 
will instruct you aad your ebildren, and sec 
your welfare. Lwill do allin my power to pro 
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_ “ekad may 
on the Atkaosaw, both small and great —disperse 
all the clouds, and cause the irue light to shine 
upon them, that they may be happy here acd af- 
ter death.” | 

The person here referred to, as having been 
@ppointed to visit them seom, was ihe Rev Ai 
fied Finney, who was mentioned in the Report 
of the last year. He was designated for the At 
keocaw in November, witb the intention that be 
should go cut early in the spring, explore th: 
eoyutry, Muke arrangements preparatory to the 
conlemplated establishment, acd be jomed by 
o'bers, 2s svon as should be deemed sadvisabdle. 
But partcalar circumsiances cecusiored delay. 

Mr BPiuitey acd his wife ere now with the 
company from Rockaway, menuoned ander the 
head of ihe Cherokee mission, as being bound te 
Brainerd At Brainerd, he is to be joined by the 
Rev. Cephas Washburn, mentioned also in the) 
last year’s Report; who has been employed tor 
the last nine mopihs in Giorgia, end has received 
insiructions to leave Georgia, io season to reach 
Brainerd about the first of November. 

From Braiwe d, Messts. Washburn and Fin. 
ney are to proceed ti Eiliot, and there leave their 
wives with the Choctaw mission, uctilthey shali 
have visited the Arkansaw, and mede such pre 
parations, as shall render the residence there of 
females belonging tothe mission, safe and proper. 
The mission is projected on the same general 
plan with those already established ; and isin 
tended to be jut furwaid with ali convenient de 
spatch. 

The Chickasaws, whose country lies partly 
between the Cherokees and Chuciaws, have been 
for a considerable time expecting and desiring a 
Mission. to ihem ; and it has been declared to be 
the pleasure of the Board, that means of instruc 
tion shculd be extended them, simuar to those 
afforded to their neighbuurs. ~ It has not yet been 
found conveuient to commence an establishme:. 
among them ; but the design is entertained wit 
mach earnestness, and will be put in execution 
with as litle delay as possible

FOREIGN MISSION SCHOOL, 

This Seminary, so strong in the affections, and 
so dear to the hearts of Christians, is in a highly 
gratifying course ofadvaneement. The presen! 
number of pupils is thirty-two. Of this number 
nine are from distant heathen countries—six from 
the Sandwich Islands, one ‘from Otaheite, one a 
Chinese trom Malacca, one from Sumatra; seven- 
teen are Aboriginal Americans, seven Cherekees, 
two Choctaws, two Oneidas, twe from the Stock- 
bridge tribe, one from Pennsylvania, and one from 
‘Canada ;—aid ‘six are young persons of our own 
country, preparing fur the missionary service.— 
Seven of the youths from heathen lands, have pub- 
licly professed their faith in the Redeemer, and 
been admitted to the sealing ordinances of the 
Everlasting Covenant, and their eonduct has been 
such in general as to adorn the doctrine of God 
our Saviour, and te givé an example very salutary 
in its influence en the schovl. Besides these se- 
~veral others indulge the hope, that they have pass- 
ed from death unto life; and others still are im- 
pressed with serious convictions of the truth and 
importance of Christianity. At the late examina- 
‘tion, the Executive Committee of the schoul tvok

Report which they have published, appear to be

trust. ‘Fhe greatest circumspection is indispen- 
sable in the selection of those who are to be em- 
ployed as spiritual guides and leaders in our 
churches. A mistake in this matter, may be at- 
tended with the must miscliievous aod unhappy 
results. If young men are led to suppose that the 
vindication of Christianity or true religion is de- 
pendent on logical principles of human. scienee, 
and pursue the study of systematic theology as 
the mere student in civil law, without avy deep 
‘coaviction of the soul-humbling truths of the Gos- 
pel, an error will be committed which may be fa- 
tal and ruinous to multitudes. It is therefore te 
be devoutly heped, that mere talents will never be 
substituted for ministerial qualifications, nor the 
love of study be mistaken for a vital attachment le 
real holiness. ‘Fhe following cautionary cematks, 
on the danger te which young men are exposed, of 
engaging in the sacred ministry from voworthy 
motives, are highly deserving of attention. —

Inthe first place, 
i is, frem all quarters, a demand for ministers, 
mere and more frequent and importunate; and 
every young man, whe possesses even a common 
share of genius, may have a pretty sure prospect 
of a comfortable settlement int this profession, 
This profession tee is held in high respect. In 
most instances, ministers are considered as men 
of consequence in the places where they reside; 
and if they support the clerical character in any 
good degree, will always receive the most respect- 
ful and affectionate attention from the friends of 
religion. Another recommendation of the sacred 
offi ¢ is, that it affords opportunity for mental im- 
provement; and generally secures to ministers 
the pleasares and advantages ofa frequent Inter- 
course with the most intelligent and polished 
members of society. And by many, who contem- 
pla‘e it superficially, and at a distance, the profes. 
sion of a winister, is supposed ty be exempt, in an 
uncommon degree, from the necessity of labour, 
and to affurd a prospect, not only of honor, but of 
ease. Under the influence of these, and other 
similar views, young men of ardent roinds, are 
likely to choose the iniuistry from wrong motives.; 
To guard against this danger, it js necessary that 
ministers of the gospel, and other enlightened 
christians, should, in every way, take pains toim 
press the minds of youlg men, with the vast im 
portance of the ministry, and with the difficulties, 
the wrariseme, exhausting labours and hargships, 
Which must be encountered in the discharge of it- 
duties Before young men are enceuraged to ap- 
ply for patronage to the Education Suciety, they 
sheuld be examined and watched with the mos: 
vigilant fidelity. It should net be forgotten, that 
every instance of misconduct, or of defective ta- 
lents, ina beneficiary of the Society, will not oniy 
be matter of reproach to the christian name, but 
Will chill the ardour of public charity, recently 
Kindied in behalf of this benevolent object.”

Tothe Ediior, Sir— The following letter from 
the pen of Rev. Mr. L ,of N. O. althoogh 
written more thao-two years since, I thougit 
might very properly be inserted in the Guardian 
li cannot fail to magnify the law of God, and the 
riches of his grace. It should also remind us 
that malice in the heart, is tne embryo of actual 
murder. It may serve to repress‘an angry emo 

tion io some youthful breast, and thus prevent 
cross words and cross injuries, which not uofre 
iently end in double death. 

“ With a heart oppressed, bleeding, and yet 
in some degree rejoicing, I have sat down to my 
fable. It is oot half an bour since I returned 
from the most svlemn scene LI ever witnessed — 
Poor Whitman, of whom I spake the other day, 
is dead ; and it is probable in Hevaven.. It is not 
necessaty to recuunt the ciccumstances of that 
dreadfal crime, which brought hit to his end. 
Sufficient 4o say, that on the first intimation of 
bis sentence and situation, brother Chemberlain, 
being less engazed than myself, visited his duo- 
geon. He was hard:acd—disposed to excuse 
himself—and evea guiliv of deliberate misrepre. 
sentation. When the death waccant was read 
him by the Sheriff, which was issued on ene 
day, aod which erdered the execution the newt 
he was almost frantic. By en informality, i: 
the return of the clerk of the court, added perhaps 
to the statement which we caused to be made, th 
Governor suspended his punishment foar days, 
fixing it at the bour of 4, this afiernoon.

African Scheol.— The Report of tke Director 
ef the African School, uader the care of the Synod 
of New-York and New-Jersey, states that they 
have taken under their care four yonng men, viz.

Greenland.—A letter from the Rev. J. G. Gril- 
lich, dated New-Herrahut, June 11, 1819, says,— 
“Our congregation consists of 370 meinbers. 
Last winter we had a mournful occurrence. Be» 
tween Mareh 21st and Easter, thirty-four persons 
departed this life in consequence of eating the rot- 
teu brain of a Walrus (Norval) which they had 
found ; hunger drove them to devour it in a raw 
state ; their bodies swelled, and netwithstanding 
all care and the use of various means for their re- 
covery, they died one after the other, in a deplora- 
ble condition. ‘Fhough the weather was very se- 
vere, they would be carried hither to end their 
livesamongus. ‘he Lord made this distress a 
means of goud, and te his praise we can declare, 
that most uf thew departed in peace, and evident- 
ly fell asieep in Jesus.” 

A Fire broke out on the 13th of October, on the 
mountains near Zerer de Ja Froutera, France, tra- 
versing the country for the space of five leagues, 
aud destroying all kinds of preperty in its terr- 
fic course.

Mr. Klein interfered, aud prevail- 
ed with the priacipal people not to kill him ; the

ANOTHER MONSFROUS SERPENT! 
To the Editers of the Weekly Recorder. 
GEnTLEMEN—In your valuable paper and 
in many others we have liad some accounts of e- 
normous and very astunishing serpents. Mr. Ri-

quently persons who had often been bitten by 
them, and had suffered severely, and yet when one 
of the repules has been brougit in and put within

Many have 
been convinced that they were reduced py the 
poison to the brink of ruin, and have made pro- 
Mises, resviutions, asd even bound themselves by 
a -ciemu cath that they never would be charmed 
by it gam, and yet probably the first opportunity,

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would rush to its known venemous jaws. And 
the fact is, it is making tremendous havock among 
our Citizens ; and unless some powertul and en- 
ergetic measures be adopted, I fear that it will 
oearly lay waste this part of the country. It is 
multiplying so rapidly, that all'are exposed to its 
influence and being once brought under its power 
there is no escape from a lingering, shameful and 
miserable death. 

The effects of the poison are different in differ 
ent persons. Some shortly after the bite, become 
good natured—the self-complacent and idiot 
smile lights up their countenance—they become 
light-headed and talkative—buast of their pewers, 
and their wealth, and at Jength fall and. resign 
themselves to sleep. Afterwards they feel relax- 
ed, mean and worthless. Others, and indeed the 
greater number, become iJl-natured and furieus- 
ly mad—curse and beat their friends, or any who 
are endeavouring to take care of them. The con- 
sequence is often serious when many are infected 
at the same time. The public peace 1s disturbed 
by general engagements; and you will see some 
with their naked bodies exposed, daring their an- 
tagunists ; some with bloody noses and blackened 
eyes ; some knocked down and lying in the mud ; 
aud some endeavouring to reduce them to order. 

Some when they have become completely 
charmed and deprived of all power to resist this 
dreadful serpent, domesticate it, and literally 
worship it. They will carry it in their pocket 
and ip their bosom—they will put it in the cup- 
board or gidé-board, and probably keep one of the 
larger sizé in the cellar. But in whatever form 
or manner it establishes its dominion, a great aud 
ominous change is seen to take place in the person, 
the family i the affairs of the individual. His 
business is neglected—his face becomes red and 
bloated—his ‘eyes fiery, and often bleary—his wife 
is suffused in tears, and his children covered with 
shame, and eventually with filth and rags. How 
uften have I witnessed the most affecting scene- 
in families uf the ‘first statding. The wife plead. 
Hing im all the tenderness of jove,-and in all the bit- 
terness of woe, saying, O my dear! will you not 
vanish that serpent from your bosom ? Do you not 
see it stinging you to death and bringing you to a 
dreadful end, asd me, and those dear children to 
infamy, poverty, and wretchedness! But all in 
vain. He is bound as sure as the unhappy victim 
that has fallen into the coils of the monstrous 
Anaconda. The wife and childcen may shriek 
and weep ; but he who bears the name of hus 
band and lather becomes a piece of putrescence, 
and sinks onder the surcharge, and fangs of the 

erciless destroyer. ; . 

‘ad Witnessing such distressing scenes, I have used 
my influence with my neighbours to take some 
ineasures to check this inssdious but truly horrivle 
enemy. i have met, however, with very little suc- 
cass. Some say, it is not an enemy, but one of 
God’s gocd creatures, and.its poison is to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving! As this answer is of- 
ten given by some who are called Christians as 
well.as rational beings, l have been grieved, and 
sometimes have argued ; and sometimes have piti- 
ed them. Ihave, in my simple way, told them 
that God created ali the angels at first good crea- 
Jtures, but sume of them ‘have become devils thro’ 
sin; and prostituted the serpent to deceive eur 
first parents, and therefore all serpents, through 
the judgment of God, became evil creatures, em- 
biematica! of evil angels ; and the general enmi- 
ty whieh exists between serpents and our race is 
proof that-they are mot now God’s geod creatures, 
but are to be ranked ard ‘shunned as the devils 
ihemselves. I have found that the serpent now 
described ts not the uative of Our country, vor in- 
deed the product of the Creator in any country. — 
Gud, | finu, has created materials from which it is 
produced ; as he creaced angeis from whom devils 
were produced. So that Gould even the rattlesnake 





be called a good creature of God, this serpent, of 
whieh I speak,could not. It is the product of de. 
praved men and devils, and without their agenc 
would soon disappear. The Indians say, it wag 
unkgowo until iutroduced by the whites. Agg 
what is remarkable, those natives have no herbor 
root as an antidote to its poison, and nocharm te 
break its charm. They fall victims to it as gene. 
rally as the whites, when they come within jts 
reach. 

When I have thus reasoned with my infateated 
neighbours some of them would laugh at me, and
